HOW TO KEEP WELL. 


Dietary Reforms ic Be Instituted in 
the Army Camps. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—For 
months a plan has been quietly formulating [{ 
tor the establishment of dietary reforms in 
connection with the food of the army. The 
Secretary of War has authorized and the 


Surgeon-General and Commissary-General 
have indorsed every step taken, and one 
of the practical results of this work so far 
has been the establishment of a special diet 
kitchen at the First Division Hospital at 

Dunn Lorring. The consolidation of the 
two hospitals, made necessary by the mov- 
ing away of troops of the Second Division 
to Thoroughfare Gap, quickly demonstrated 
che need for special work in this direction, 
and one of these kitchéns was started on 
a few days’ notice. Chief Surgeon Girard 
offered every facility in his power from the 
tirst inception.of the plan and for several 
weeks he has held in readiness the cooks 
engaged for the purpose, with the full ap- 
proval of the Surgeon-General. 

Mrs. John L. Hogan (Louise Hogan), who 
voluntarily and gratuitiously offered the 
surgeon-general her assistance some time 
ago, has been quietly studying conditions 
and has devised a plan by which these 
kitchens can be conducted properly by men 
who will be directed by the physicians 
under whose authority the kitchens are to 
be placed. From these centers will be 
directed a general supervision, if possible, 
of company kitchens. 

Special diet lists will be prepared, when 
necessary, and the possibilities of supple- 
mentary feeding of typhoid patients and 
col valescents will be made a special care. 

These kitchens will be fully equipped with 
the articles likely to be called for in emer- ' 
gencies. The cooks engaged will be re- 5. 
quird to show special fitness for their work. 
Inasmuch as this work will be likely to 
appeal strongly to popular taste there is 
a likelihood of a desire manifesting itself, 
upon the part of many, to contribute to 
this work, as has already been done. Mrs, 
Hogan, therefore, Suggests that contribu- 
tions be made so far as possible to the 
Surgeon-General, in money and such arti- 
cles only be sent as are known to be avail- 
able for the sick. 

Some idea of the articles to be made use 
of may be gathered from the list prepared 
in order that the proper requisition of the 
articles needed might be made which will 
be furnished on application. ‘

RARELY EVER KNOWN. 


BANK CLEARINGS LARGE AND 
COMMERCIAL FAILURES 
INSIGNIFICANT. 


WAR HAS GIVEN AN 
IMPETUS TO BUSINESS. 


Prospects Brightcr and Better Than 
in Many Years and With the 
Cooling Weather of Septem- 
ber Will Come a Rush. 


On the stand resting against the eastern 
wall of the Recorder's office in the Court- 
house is the business barometer of St. 
Louis. 

Newspaper men know it as the “clip,” 
for it is here records of assignments and 
certificates of incorporation are placed for 
publication. 

When the clip is bright, and its hardened 
back is shiny, its spring working easily, 
there is lots of business tor the Recorder's 
employes. It does not auger well for gen- 
eral business, however, for its steel springs 
hold records of business disasters, 

When the back nas lost its gloss and the 
springs rust, there is no work for the as- 
Ssignment clerk, and business is good. 

The springs are rusty to-day and dust 
is thick on the hardwood back. About the 
office the clerks sit idly and count the days 
Since the time they were busy. 

It has been nearly two months since 
an assignment has been placed there. Cer. 
tifleates of incorporation alone have kept 
the once bright clip from completely rust- 
ing and falling into disuse. 

Now and then the application for a re- 
celvership comes along, butgthat does not 
go on the clip. These have Gen unusualiy 
rare this summer, and as ; ule have in- 
dicated differences among stockholders rath- 
er than financial distress. 

“Business is clear knocked out in this of- 
fice,”’ said Chief Deputy Recorder M. Cass- 
well Lewis. ‘“‘We haven’t done anything 
in the assignment department for weeks. 
Business is getting too good. The war has 
not pushed anybody to the wall, it seems 
to have increased the healthy condition of 
trade. Prosperity seems to be here.’’ 

It would appear that Mr. Lewis spoke by 
the card. Merchants large and small report 
having increases in trade and business 
journals teem with songs of prosperity. 

Every indication is that this year’s busi- 
ness will show a greater increase than 
ever before. St. Louis houses have increas- 
ed their territory and now rival Eastern 
concerns in their own ground. 

. S. T. Tune, Division Superintendent 
Bradstreets submits the following re- 
port to his agency on the local trade: 

Conditions in general appear favorable for a larg: 
fall trade and the return of prosperity so often 
looked for, but for various reasons deferred. Visit- 
ing buyers continue to arrive in in reasing pum- 
bers, and ,judging from the large purchases, gtocks 
are light, and they have every reason to expect an 
early and good trade 

Such ataples as dry goods, boots and shoes. hats 
and caps, groceries and hardware, are commencing 
fo move in much larger quantities. Yellow pine 
lumber. ie in good demand in the Western section 
of the cotntry. Sh pments of hardwood Fast are 
materially greater, partly on account of reduced 
freight rates. The movement of pig tron on old 
oe is large and there is considerable buying 
aoeada, 

There is an Increasing demand for manufactured 
Iron and steel, with mills taxed with orders. Price 
of lead is higher. Trading in 
with a better order business from Eastern 
Butter, eggs and cheese are acarce and higher. 
There is a slightly better business in banking cir- 
cles.

The latest recapitulation of figures show- 
ing failures in the United States, gives 16 
in the Southern group to which Missouri 
belongs, for the week ending August 4, as 
against 29, in 1897. 

The whole number was for $5000 or lesae. 
There were in the United States 189 fail- 
ures during the week, compared to 214 last 
year. About 77 per cent of the total num- 
ber of concerns failing had $5000 capital or 
less and 12 per cent had from $5000 to $20,- 
000 capital. 

Bradstreets regard as significant of the 
changes which have occurred in general 
business conditions, and specially valuable 
because of the tendency on the part of 
pessimists to regard trade as abnormally 
quiet, the figures of July bank clear- 
ings which show an aggregate at 77 cities 
of $,010 300,995 which are 4.3 per cent larger 
than those of July a year ago, and 2.5 per 
cent larger even than July, 1890 the heaviest 
July total on record. 

The only section of the country to show 
a decrease is New England, while the clt- 
ies of the Northwest and Southwest show 
the heaviest gains. For the seven months 
of the calendar year the clearings aggre- 
gate $37,950,492.883, an Increase of 27. per 
cent over last year, of 47 per cent over 
1894, and 65.7 per cent over 1892, a vear re- 
garded as the most prosperous in the coun- 
try’s history. Weekly bank clearings show 
a reaction from last week's low totals. 

Prices are generally firm or tending up- 
ward in spite of the mid-summer quietness 
in many lines of trade. The approximate

THE PRIEST MAY BE 
DEFEATED AT LAST. 


MARTINELLI HAS BEEN THE 
ARCHBISHOP’S ADVISER, 
IT IS SAID. 


HIS GRACE CONFIDENT 
THAT HE WILL WIN. 


Bishop Forester of San Antonio Will 
Be Made Archbishop of Santa Fe, 
the Oldest Archdiocese 
in the Ccuntry. 


The case of Rev. Father J. F. Tuohy who 
was deposed from the pastorate of 5t. 
Patrick’s Parish for alleged financial in- 
competency and subsequently shorn of all 
his priestly functions by Archbishop Kain, 
has been referred from Rome to Mon- 
signor Sebastian Martinelli for final settle- 
ment. 

Word to this effect was received in St. 
Louis last night from Archbishop John J. 
Kain. who is now at Atlantic City, N. J. 
The information was conveyed to high 


ecclesiastical authority of the archdlocese. 

lis Grace also touched on the now fa- 
mous religious imbroglio and remarked 
that Father Tuohy was nearer defeat than 
victory. 

ro ee learned,”’ said the clergyman to 
whom the Archbishop wrote, “‘that a tran- 
script of the evidence in Father Tuohy’s 
case was sent to Rome by his counsel about 
a month and a half ago. The papers were 
referred to the congregation of the Propa- 
ganda, and that body after thorough exam- 
ination into the merits of the controversy 
forwarded them to Mgr. Martinelli for ad- 
judication. 

“The papal delegate at Washington is, I 
understand, given full powers to dispose 
of the case as he may see fit. That virtually 
means a triumph for the St. Louis metro- 
politan. It was Martinelli who advised 
Vicar-General Muhlsiepen to order Father 
Tuohy to Edina, Mo., and, moreover, to 
take suitable action upon the priest's re- 
fusal to comply. The ejectment proceed- 
ings were instituted with the papal dele- 
gate’s tacit consent, and will be prosecuted 
unless a peremptory decision against Fa- 
ther Tuohy is rendered beforehand, 

“Archbishop Kain is not troubling himself 
about this case in the least. He is contfi- 
dent Father Tuohy cannot recover the 
ground he has lost, and that he will ulti- 
mately be forced to comply with his su- 
perior’s wish. 

“His Grace will arrive home Saturday, 
Aug. 20. He will be kept unusually busy for 
a while administering the sacrament of 
confirmation in various churches through- 
out the diocese. Early in September he 
will attend the consecration of Vicar-Gen- 
eral J. F. Cunningham to the See of Con- 
cordia, Kan. It will ‘be remembered that 
Father Harty of this city was recommend- 
ed for the bishopric in question ‘by the con- 
ference of suffragan bishops which was 
recently held in St. Louis. The Kansas 
priests then prepared a petition in behalf 
of Father Cunningham and presented it to 
Rome 

‘“T have also been reliably informed to- 
day that Right Rev. Bishop Forester of 
San Antonio will be made Archbishop of 
Santa Fe, N. M., the oldest diocese in 
America.”

SHAW NOT YET FOUND. 


Reinforcements Sent to the Men Hunt- 
ing for the Murderer. 


————-- 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 13.—News from Cle- 
burne at noon is that Murderer Shaw has 
not yet been recaptured. Forty new men, 
armed with Winchesters, were sent out this 
morning to relieve the men at front, who 
have been worn out by work and lack of 
sleep. Rations for 100 for three days were 
also sent The search is in the Bosque 
Mountains on the Brazos River, 20 miles 
from Cleburne. Officers claim that they 
have Shaw surrounded in the jungle and 
ihey propose to starve him out, kill or 
capture him ‘before they raise the siege 
or abandon the campaign. 

The crime for which Shaw was sentenced 
to be hanged was the murder of Tom Crain 
on Nov, 2, 1897. Crain was a renter and 
lived on his farm, about 17 miles from Cle- 
burne, The body of the murdered man was 
found two days later at the foot of a high 
hill, in what is known as a jungle pasture, 
There were three gunshot wounds on the 
body and the skull had been crushed in 
by some instrument which looked like the 
work of a club. There was no clew to the 
murderer, ‘but persons had heard John B. 
Shaw, the hired man on the place, say 
that he was in love with Crain's wife, and 
that he was going to marry her if he had to 
kill a whole family to do it. 

It was further shown that Shaw had been 
watching Crain closely for some days. 
Shaw had boarded with the Crain. family, 
and had become infatuated with Mrs. Crain 
but she had persistently rejected his ad- 


vances.

(‘rain begged piteously for his life and 
twice tried to escape, but each time Shaw 
headed him and would not listen to his ap- 
peais for his life. Finally Shaw got his 
victim to the spot he had selected for the 
killing and there told him to make his 
peace with God. All the way to the place 
of death Wilson was leading Crain's horse: 
Shaw walked behind and would not let the 
man alight, telling him that if he called 
for assistance he would kill him on the 
spot 

Shaw was cursing Crain all the while, 
Wilson related the sickening details of the

continued begging hard for his life and how 
Shaw laughed at him and told him to cal] 
on the devil, not to ask God for anything.

Revolt Against Man Servants. 


From the New York Sun. 

The revolt against men servants has 
been growing stronger and stronger. Fash- 
ion has done much more to retain favor 
for them than either their own efficiency 
or their suitability to American ingtitu- 
tions. English house servants have been 
Practically under a ban here, but there 
are, nevertheless, still more of them than 
of any other nationality, and the explana- 
tion given for this fact at the exchanges 
is that they wear their liveries better as a 
rule. and have, above all things. an accent 
which, in their brief opportunities for 
speecn, helps out admirably the atmos 
phere which their presence is supposed to 
create. French men servants are consid- 
ered quite as satisfying to the demands of 
fashion, but there are comparatively few 
of them, and the difficulty which they us- 
ually have in learning English sometimes 
makes them a little unsuited even to the 
persons who find men servants indispensa- 
ble. The Swedes and Germans are even 
fe wer in number, and most of those who 
KO into service as butlers or footmen have 
served their apprenticeship tn hotels. Most 
of the men cooks in the hotels are French 
although there is a proportion of Alsatians 
and Swiss among them. The cry against 
the men cooks is one that rises with al- 
most uninterrupted force from those who 
are able to possess such a luxury. In 
contrast to this dissatisfaction comes the 
experience of a wealthy woman living in 
Fifth avenue, who is contemplating just 
now some alterations to ‘ther home.

Republicans of Missourt will meet {@ 
State convention Tuesday, Aug. 23, at Ex- 
position Music Hall. There will be 119 dele- 
gates In the convention, the representation 
being on the basis of 1 to 300. 

The arrangements for the entertainment 
of the delegates and the thousand and one 
details that make up the proper handling 
of such a large body are in the hands of 
a committee of which ex-Mayor Cyrus P. 
Walbridge is chairman. 

The delegates from outside St. Louis will 
be brought to the convention and returned 
to their homes free by the railroads of the 
State, which will divide the task as equally 
as possible between them, Properly ac- 
credited delegates will be provided with 
passes by the railroads upon application, 
This announcement will save the com- 
mittee in charge the trouble of answering 
the hundred§g of letters that are pouring in 
from delegates who want to know how they 
are to get to St. Louis. 

A very lively interest is being shown in 
the convention, and although the crop of 
candidates ig not as heavy as that which 
was presented to the Democratic conven- 
tion a very respectable showing is 
made. 

The contest for the chairmanship of the 
State Committee probably leads all others, 
It is a long time since Republicans had a 
chance to look around for a head for the 
committee, but the “elimination” of Filley 
opens the gate for a new man in this im- 
portant place. Consequently there is a large 
number of candidates for a position which 
is thankless and difficult to fill with cregit, 
George W. Baumboff is a candidate for 
it. his recent success in the primaries and 
the appointment of his brother having em- 
boldened him to look upward. M. V. Wol- 
cott of St. Louis is another candidate with 
considerable backing. Col. Whitledge of 
St. Genevieve County, Howard Gray of 
Jasper County, who was a Filley rooter un- 
til the old man lost his grip; Joseph Flary 
a member of the Board of Rall an 
Warehouse Commissioners; Wallace Lane

Judge Finkelnburg and Judge 
Rambauer are looked upon as available Su- 
preme Court timber. 
For Superintendent of Publile Schools 
there may be several,candidates, Dut most 
prominent amon thém is John R. Kirk, 
who holds the place now. Mr. Ki ran 
four years ago against Prof, W. T. Car- 
rington, the present Democratic nominee, 
and beat him, and the prestige of this vic- 
tory gives him the advantage over other 
candidates for the nomination. 

R. BE. Hathaway of Mexico is a candidate 
for Railroad and Warehouse Commissioner, 
There are others out in the brush, Wut 
there will be no such list of them as was 
presented before the Democrats, who had 
15 to choose from. 

The greatest interest is ‘being shown 
among well-posted leaders in the probable 
action of Filley in this convention, Filley 
is a political Ishmaelite now, and as hard 
to locate as a flea. As chairman of the 
State Comrnittee he will call the conven- 
tion to order and will have a chance to 
make a speech. Republican leaders are 
wondering what he will do with this golden 
opportunity. His opponents are hoping and 
praying he will sulk in silence, while his 
friends are hoping he will make the use of 
the chance, which they think advantageous 
to him.

Wheat firmed uff mightily Thursday and 
Friday after a period of uncertain steadi- 
ness, so to speak, but it got tired on Sat- 
urday, that instead of a gain for the 
week there was a loss of 5¢c, with a likeli- 
hood of a further decline next week if re- 
ceipts improve as is expected, 

By “uncertain steadiness”’ meant & 
condition which has kept prices averaging 
about the same, although fluctuating as re- 
ceipts are larger or smaller. That has been 
the condition for some weeks, Weather, 
cables, European crops, visible supply, ex- 
port demand and other factors have been 
of secondary importance compared with tne 
new cron movement, to which the mar- 
ket has been nervously susceptible. 

The reason is plain. On the strength of 
the Government crop report for June the

Until 
August set in the shorts were not uneasy 
but when the middle of the month found 
still so little contract wheat arriving, and 
the total receipts so much smaller than the 
Same time last year, the shorts got scared, 
and there was big covering and a bidding 
up of the market to bring in wheat. This 
was the cause of the advance Thursday 
an@ Friday. 

Saturday the strain seemed to be on the 
verge of being relieved. From nearly all 
primary points came news of better coun- 
try acceptances and general indications of 
a freer crop movement. It was even pre- 
dicted that Northwestern receipts would 
get up where they belonged and that they 
he in the neighborhood’ of 400 cars daily 
before another week. At Minneapolis, 
where cash wheat has been in demand out 
of proportion to the supply, and the price, 
in consequence, much above the market, 
the price dropped 7c a bushel yesterday. 

That is the situation at this writing. If 
the predictions are fulfilled of freer move- 
ment prices will probably get down to 
around 66c, but it Is a fa.se 
farmners continue to hold back contract 
wheat. the September price Is pretty sure 
to go higher. 

Ultimately the prospects_ seem to be for 
lower prices for wheat. That this is the 
feeling is evident from the fact that the 
price of December Is 2%c lower than Sep- 
tember. The farmers cannot hold on ai- 
wavs, and when the wheat does come there 
will be a flood of it. 

The August Government crop report in- 
dicates. according to the most conservative 

a crop of 670,000,000 bushels, 
while the sanguine estimate it at 
624.000.000 bushels. Taking the smallest es- 
timate. it indicates 77,000,000 bushels more 
than last year, and with good European 
and Asiatic crops and large stocks abroad, 
it seems difficult to find a bull argument, 
The possibility of trouble between England 
and Russia, if war develops, would be a 
decided bull factor, but war does not seem 
to imminent. The closing of the war 
with Spain will also be ealculated to in- 
crease the demand by the opening of Cuba 
and Porto Rico to our markets.

ALL TRADE PROSPECTS GOOD. 


War Has Ceased {s Be a Figu‘e in the 
Market and Speculation Is Re- 
viving Very Rapidly. — 


Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

NPW YORK. Aug. 13.—After openirg duil 
and with an uncertain tone, the stock mar- 
ket developed increased strength and ani- 
mation. The Granger shares took the lead 
in the trading,- but there were also large 
dealings in the lower price shares and the 
Industrial shares. The publication of the 
quarterly report of the Manhattan Railway 
was preceded by further pressure upon that 
stock but rally followed when it was seen 
that the company’s net earnings for the 
vear were well in excess of the dividends 
paid. The report for the June quarter, how- 
ever, showed a decided falling away in 
traffic. 

The annua] statement of the Chesapeake 
& Ohio Company, published to-day, made 
an excellent impression, and accounts for 
the recent strength in the securities of 
that company. Aside from the fermal an- 
nounecement of the signing of the protocol 
in the peace negotiations, and the lack of 
confirmation of yesterday's rumors in re- 
gard to the yellow fever outbreak in the 
South, the day’s situation was rather 
featureless. Another negative influence, 
however, was the strength of English Con- 
sols in the London market, which was re- 
garded as discrediting the reports of the 
serious nature of the Anglo-Russia rela- 
t.ons in Chine. The very limited business 
for foreign account in this market was on 
both sides of the account. 

According to the figures of the week In 
the bank statement, the banks have lost 
in actual cash, this week, about $5,850,000. 
This is almost entirely the result of the 
payments against the new war loan, the 
currency movement in other respects hav- 
ing been small. The increase in loans was 
$9,911,000, and, as was the case last week 
the rise in this aceount was the result of 
increased stock market activity, as well as 
of the placing of Government funds with 
the depository banks. Owing to the loss 
in cash, deposits increased $3,703,000. hence 
surplus reserves are $6,781,000 below Iiast 
week’s figures and now stand at $33,112,000 
above the iawful requirements. 

With the assurance that the Government 
would not again be a competitor in the 
investment market with the railway and 
industrial companies as a eeller of secur- 
ities, money previously withheld from in- 
vestment with this contingency in view at 
once began to flow into high grade bonds, 
then into lower classes of securities, and 
then into the stock market. This_ over- 
flow of investment is actually speculation. 
In view of the current trade esituation and 
prospects and the condition of the money 
market, together with the evident drift of 
yublic sentiment, it would not be surprising 
f a more or less unrefilecting and unre- 
strained speculation should be witnessed 
during the remainder of the year. Unfor- 
seen contingencies may arise to check such 
a development, but their nature is not now 
to be detected. Possibly they may grow 
out of the diplomatic situation or from oc- 
currences deve.oping out of the occupation 
by this country of Spain's former posses- 
sions in the West and Bast Indies. It would 
seem that there are possibilities in these 
directions that might unsettle the stock 
market, and these need not be looked for 
until the war with Spain has been definitely 
terminated. Aside from these contingencies 
it is difficult to detect any source of dis- 
turbance. 

Last year’s bull market culminated in 
September, when a slight stringency devel- 
oped in the money market. There was, 
furthermore, an outbreak of yellow fever 
in the Southern States; the pending munici- 
pal elections and the prominence of the 
Henry George movement were occupying 
attention. and, in addition, our relations 
with Spain in regard to the Cuban question 
were becoming grave. The actual business 
situation, then, as now, was highly en- 
couraging. ‘The slight stringency in the 
money market was no more than transient 
in its character, and it would not of itself 
have produced the noted result. The ex- 
tensive financtal operations in connection 
with the payment of the Union Pacific's 
debt to the Government were then being 
undertaken, and the usual demand from the 
interior for money to move the crops was 
present. The financial situation at this 
time ‘holds nothing to indicate permanently 
higber rates for money. The slight flurry 
in the money market this week has been 
due to the heavy payments against the 
allotments of the new Government war 
loan. 

The larger part of these bonds have ap- 
parently fallen into the hands of specula- 
tors. who have no occasion to pay for their 
allotments in the instalments allowed by 
the Treasury, hence the Government is 
likely to come the earlie® in the actual 

ossession of the prceceeds of the bonds. 
Still no consideiable or prolorged stringency 
in the money market is likely to develop 
on ths account, as, so far as Is practica»le, 
the money is allowed to rest in depository 
banks, and hence is available in the open 
market. Thus far the demand from the 
interior for money to move the crops has 
been -very light, and as the country banks 
are well supplied with funds, there is not 
likely to be any strain on this account. 

As was the case last week the Granger 
stocks have taken up the greater part of 
speculative interest’in the market, and on 
large transactions all of them have ad- 
vanced materially. ‘There has been, in 
the case of that group of stocks, the ad- 
ditional and particular incentive of the 
Government’s report upon the condition of 
the crops on Aug. 1 to stimulate specula- 
tive interest.

tions in the world’s grain markets last 
year, wheat at this time was selling above 
93 cents a bushel, as against 80 cents a’ 
bushel now, it Is plain that with the much 
heavier crops this ee the farmers will 
fare equally well. 3esides, corn is selling 
nearly 6&6 cents a bushel above last year's 
figures, notwithstanding the prospects for 
a larger crop than was harvested then. 
The extremely aimple trade and financial 
conditions upon which the market rests 
constitute the eafest possible foundation, 
even if they may be regarded as some 
what monotonous from the standpoint of 
criticism, Still, the movement of loaded 
cars into Chicago is of more real weight.

“It is a morgue keeper’s business to dis- 
charge the duties of office in a busi- 
nesslike way. If he-allowed the feelings 
that overcome most people when they come 
in here to sway him he would be unfit for 
the position. 

“Of a necessity 
the ordinary sights of the morgue, 
some as they are to outsiders. 

“While we handle a great many bodies, 
most of which are those of paupers and go 
to graves potter’s fleld, every respect 
consistent with the regulations is shown 
the dead. 

“I always think of the bereaved ones 
whenever I touch a body, although it is 
the most natural thing in the world that I 
haven't time to join in the mourning. That 
would poorly become a man paid to handle 
the dead that need public attention in a 
big city like St. Louis.

‘An ambulance drove up and a pale, 
emaciated woman was helped into the post 
mortem room by attendants. 

As soon as the tottering woman caught 
sight of Bauer she rushed up to him and 
threw her arms around his neck. 

‘“*You didn’t do it, Adolph, I know you 
didn’t! I'll swear it,’’’ she cried hyster- 
tically. 

The woman was Bauer's wife. They 
moved over ta the pine box. Their mingled 
tears fell on the charred form of the baby 
within, 

“Mrs. Bauer wept on her husband’s shoul- 
der, and reiterated her belief in his inno- 
cence, 

“Bauer trembled with emotion. 

“That is all I care about now, Annie,” 
he said. ‘Our baby is dead. They say I 
did it. They may hang me now if they 
want to, but I do not care, since you be- 
lieve me.’ 

“Some of the jurors wept, too, and the 
voices were all husky throughout the in- 
quest For my part it was one of the most 
pathetic scenes the Morgue has ever wit- 
nessed. 

“There are touching scenes almost daily. 
Frequently women have to be led out of the 
building when they recognize the body of 
a dear one on a slab behind the glass 
screen. 


“But there are other elements besides 
pathos in the continuous drama of the 
Morgue. Once in awhile times become 
mighty exciting. Two years ago the build- 
ing was besieged by a mob bent on lynching 
a murderer® who was attending an inquest. 

“At 1 o’clock on the morning of Thanks- 
giving Day, 1895, Alex Royal, a negro, mur- 
dered Josie Simms, a remarkably fine-look- 
ing colored girl, in her room on Linden 
street. They were to have eaten dinner to- 
gether that day. He was jealous, He rushed 
at her with a butcher knife. He etabbed 
her repeatedly and finally plunged the 
weapon to the handle in her heart, 


“A day or two later he was captured. 
The girl was exceedingly popular in her 
class, and on the day of the inquest a 
crowd of several hundred negroes assem- 
bléd to lynch her murderer. 

“Royal had been brought to the morgue 
to be sworn over the body of his victim. 
The crowd clamored outside. A detail of 
police was hastily summoned. The ne- 
groes were furious. 

The nearest was standing close to the 
curbstone. The others were behind. Sud- 
denly they made a concerted rush for the 
door. 

“Tt was ajar. I was standing just inside, 
with a revolver in my hand, I leveled it 
instantly at the leader’s head and the mob 
fell back. Many were thrown to the side- 
walk and trampled upon, A riot call was 


turned In. Soon the police came to my 
rescue and the mob was scattered. 

“That was the most exciting experience 
I have ever had here. To have hesitated 
might have meant death to myself, as we 
as to the prisoner. 

“I will never forget that black day in 
February, 189%, when James Fitzgerald was 
hanged in the jail yard. It was foggy 
and cold and had been raining. Men were 
standing around with their overcoats on. 
When the trap was sprung the rope broke 
and Fitzgerald plunged through the trap 
to the ground. The noose was tight 
around his neck. He was caried into the 
post mortem room of the Morgue and laid 
on the table where, an hour or two later, 
his dead body was cut open by physicians, 

“Fitzgerald had been in jail a year and 
a half. Being unused to the air and lightly 
clothed he almost froze to death. His 
teeth chattered so he could scarcely speak. 
For nearly an hour he lay there, while 
officera went for another rope. Then they 
carried him out and hung him again. Dur- 
dng the whole time he never murmured, He 
only sald: ‘For God's sake,,hurry up and 
get through!" He was game to the last. 
Whether he was a murderer or not, he 
was a hero. I never saw or heard of a 
fiier exhibition of fortitude. |

Paderewski's $100.00 fingers are just as 
good as ever. He will continue to delight 
American audiences with his entrancing 
music, and if nothing happens he will be in 
St. Louis this fall and carry away any- 
where from $15,000 to $3).000 In cold cash 

But that such paralysis as it was reported 
the great Pole had suffered !s possible Is 
well known. It is In the nature of writers’ 
cramp, and comes 
tain nerves and muscles of the hand by 
practicing or playing on the piano. Local 
players and composers bave felt the over- 
coming power of this affliction, and know 
how it ts caused. 

To lose the power of any one of his fin- 
gers would mean the loss of a 
fortune to Paederewski. On his last 
American tour he cleared $19,000. Mr. 
Bollman, who managed his concerts in 
St. Louis, estimates that any one of the 
great planist’s digits is worth $100,000 
him. 

If one finger is worth $100,000, the ten are 
worth $1,000,000.

Writer's cramp is the most frequent 
of these, or at least has been until lat- 
terly, when the extensive use of the 
typewriter is replacing the scrivener. 

For a long time “occupation cramps” 
were considered to be an expression of 
fatigue and exhaustion of peripheral 
parts of the structures in which the 
spasm is nmmnifest. This view is held by 
none except vendors of apparatus to 
cure writer's cramp at the present day, 
and the symptoms are looked upon as an 
expression of a constitution of neurosis 
called into activity by some persistent 
and fatiguing labor. The treatment of 
“ocapation spasm’ can only be éuc- 
eessful when the conception of their 
genesis is heeded and the plan of treat- 
ment based upon it.

OUR WARSHIPS. ‘ 
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HE Anthracite Coal Operators’ Asso- 

clation presents some strong argu- 
J ments why the Navy Department, !n 
view of the building of new battleships and 
cruisers. should make some thorough and 
exhaustive tests of anthracite coal with a 
view to its use as fuel on these vessels. 

It is contended that no such thorough 
testa have been made and of the numerous 
tests reported by the Bureau of Equipment 
to have been made with bituminous coal 
from 1898 to 1896 there was but one test of 
foreign anthracite; and that such anthra- 
cite as has been used was burned by men 
wholly unaccustomed to lis use, and in 
grates designed especially for soft coal. 

“The main objections which the depart- 
ment raises against hard coal have been 
briefly summarized follows," says the 
letter: 

“" The slower rate of 
anthracite coal with natural 
involving greater weight and 
bollers to give the same power.

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ILE YOUNGER is the only man who, 
( alone and unarmed, ever held up and 
disarmed a posse of his pursuers sin- 
gle handed.

THE ATMOSPHERE. 


HE liquefaction of oxygen, nitrogen, 
air, and finally hydrogen makes prac- 
tically possible the production of a 

degree of cold so disintegrating in its effects 
upon all gaseous elements that several mar- 
velous in chemistry and 


secrets physics 


have been revealed, and the pogsibility, 


even the probability, exists that the new 
fleld of knowledge will yield many more 
discoveries of great practical value. 

Prof. Ramsay discovered within the past 
that the atmosphere contains at least two 
more elements than had been known 
The 
the simple mixture of oxygen and 


or 
suspected. air we breathe is by no 
means 
nitrogen with a little carbonic acid which 
science until very recent years declared it 
to be. According to the laboratory revela- 
tions we must add to the invisible mixture 
not only argon, whose presence was first 
detected only three years ago, and crypton, 
a discovery of last month, but two more 
supposedly primary by 


re- 


elements, named 
their discoverers neon and metargon, 
spectively. 

It cannot be expected that’ these strangers 
in the world of natural science can yet be 
described to us in more than general terms 
the only two men who have yet had 
the briefest acquaintance with them. The 
manner of their discovery is the most in- 
teresting circumstance yet known about 
them, 

More than a year ago, while investigat- 
ing the properties of both argon and he- 
lium, Prof. Ramsay pointed out that if the 
periodic law of Mendeleef holds good—and 
nearly all authorities give it full credence— 
then there must exist another element, a 
gas having a density of 10, at any rate not 
exceeding 11, which would fill the gap in 
the list of known elements between helium 
and argon. The atomic weight of helium 
(hydrogen being the unit) is 4, while that 
or argon is aimost 20. Prof. Ramsay, and 
no doubt others, himself to discover 
this intermediate element. Moreover. there 
existed a suspicion that argon was not af- 
ter all an elementary substance, but was 
either a chemical or physical mixture of 
two or more components. 

The two problems were quite analogous, 
and in seeking the solution of one Professor 
Ramsay probably solved them both. 
The first experiments undertaken with argon 
by Professor Ramsay and Dr. Norman Collie 
were based on the suspicion that the new 
gas contained an admixture of very heavy 
gas in extremely smail proportion. They 
provided themselves with about four gai- 
lons of argon and attempted to separate or 
divide it by means of diffusion. They eet 
with partial success, but the difference in 
density between the two parte was so slight 
that they hesitated to draw the conclusion 
that argon was in reality a composite sub- 
Blance,

They went to work In another way. By 
means of liquid air and other methods of 
producing extremely low temperature, they 
succeeded in liquefying a quantity of argon. 
It formed a colorless fluid, but two other 
produ’ts also resulted. These were a light- 
er gas which failed to liquefy and was 
drawy off for further examination, and 
also a sviid deposit which gathered on the 
sides of the tube. The light @was was first 
examined. Its spectruemn was character- 
ized Qy a number of bright red lines, one 
being particularly brilllant, and a yellow one 
of simular intensity. Green and blue lines 
were numerous but inconspicuous. The yel- 
low line intense as those in sodium, 
helium and crypton, but not identical 
with them. Next, an effort was made to 
ascertain the density of the gas. The re- 
sults of their experiment led the investi- 
gators to the conclusion that they had not 
as yet obtained it in a perfectly pure con- 
dition A sampie, taken off at an early 
stage, gave a density of 17.2; a later 
one, however, it was reduced to But 
this is still too high, if the new con- 
forens to the periodic law, for In that case 
it ehould exceed 11. It may, however, 
lowered by further purification. But 
tests and sundry others, suggest that 
even if not yet obtained in an absolutely 
pure condition, this gas is a new element, 
for which, accordingly, the name neon Is 
proposed.

epectrum proved to be very complex, 
totally different from that of argon, and its 
behavior at low temperature® was marked- 
ly different, though its density was practic- 
ally. identical. it was proved to consist of 
am single element. This substance,“ cord- 
aly, Which was separated by fr: « out 
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of argon, must be a distinct elementary 
body, though in some respects in close re- 
lation with it, so they p@®pose to name it 
metargon. In fact, as the investigators ob 
serve, it occupies the same position in re- 
gard to argon that nickel does to cobalt, 
having the same atomic weight, yet differ- 
ent properties. 

In this account no mention is made of 
Crypton, the discovery of-which was an- 
nounced last week. Naturally, it will be 
asked why the investigators did not again 
come across it. They attribute its absence 
to one, or possibly both, of two causes. In 
order to prepare it they would have re- 
quired a sample not less than 60,000 times 
the volume of that which they used in the 
above-mentioned experiments, and, besides, 
this, metargon is a solid at the temperature 
of boiling air, while crypton is probably 
volatile. Moreover, the air from which they 
originally obtained the latter gas had been 
filtered, and thus separated from metargon. 

Crypton, according to the announcement 
of its discoverers, was obtained by evapo- 
rating large quantifies of liquid air—not 
liquid argon, as in the foregoing experi- 
ment. The reader should guard also 
against the mistake of supposing that ar- 
gon, as it has been known for the past 
three’ years, has now been resolved by 
Prof. Ramsey into the two new elements 
above described. The products of the ex- 
periment, it will be observed, are three 
esubstaimes—a gas, a liquid and a sgolid, 
each OWing a totally distinct spectrum 
and/each demonstrating itself to be appar- 
ently a @istinct element, All three, of 
course, are gases at ordinary temperatures, 
but their qualities are yet be investi- 
gated. The liquid in the above experiment 
forms by far the largest proportion of the 
mixture which has been known thus far 
as argon, and it will probably retain that 
name and designation, but its qualities will 
now be studied anew.

“There has been no official report of such 
an unheard of wind,” said Dr. Harry 
Frankenfield, local weather observer, “and 
Iam at a less for an explanation other thun 
it was a kind of hot wind, for which that 
country is famous. 


“The origin of these winds is of the great- 
est interest. They appear to result from 
the same causes which produce the foehn 
winds of Switzerland. The general move- 
ment of the atmosphere previous to the e°- 
currence of these winds is froen the Pacliic 
Ocean across the Rocky Mounsains. Lur- 
ing its ascent from the coast to the divide 
the condensa'ion of :noisture, cither in the 
form of cloud or rain, is steadi'y in prog- 
ress. The latent heat thus liberated by tie 
process of condensation reduces the loss of 
temperature sustained Ty the atmosphere 
in asc@€nding the mountsins to nearly one- 
half what it would be fn the case of dry 
air. This leaves the air dry’ to descend 
on the eastern side of ‘he mountalns, and 
after it descends far enough «9 disperse the 
cloud carried over, the gain in heat during 
the remainder of the ‘ent would be 
nearly twice the loss susta!ned in Its ascent. 
The dry air moves out froen the meueuntain 
in a direction governed by the circulation 
of the winds around the low preseure area. 

“The general hot winds can be attributed 
to the general dynamic heating of the at- 
mosphere during its moderately rapid des- 
cent down the eastern slope: while the oc- 
currence of the hot currents can only te 
accounted for as caused by dry masses of 
air in the upper strata, with a sligh‘ly 
greater density, be ng drawn over the m pise 
ter and less dense alr near the earth's sur- 
thus causing rapidly ascending and 
currents, as indicated by the 
and disappearance of 
clouds. Currents of air thus descending 
rapidly would become abnormally heated 
dynamically to a much greater extent than 
whi re the descent had teken place slowly,

A MERICAN merchants who visit the 


object of his visit be the establishment of a 


mercantile business, he is not only left te 
look efter his affairs without assistance, 
but also is frequently tindered in many 
petty ways. The cause of this attitude in a 
country whose people otherwise are re- 
markable for their politeness and hospital- 
ity is directly traceable to the trade ante- 
gonism and jealousy of the old-establ'shed 
European business Sirens, who dread any- 
thing in the line of American competition, 
The Germans, together with the French, 
English and Spanish, have controlled the 
Mexican trade for many decades past, anda 
lucrative one it has been for them. As a 
result of extensive dealings in Mexico the 
wealthy houses of Hemburg, Bremen, Lon- 
Jon, Paris and Madrid have established 
branches in the principal Mexican cities, all 
of which have proved gold mines. With 
the trade of the country tin their hands the 
Europeans were not slow to get a cheap 
grade of goods for export to Mexico, and 
these they are still bringing into the 
country. 

In the past few years American manu- 
facturers have been paying considerable at- 
tention to the Mexican trade, introducing 
goods far superior to the European wares 
and at prices that successfully met all 
competition. : 

The first general attempt on the part of 
the Americans to introduce their wares into 
the country gave the Europeans a _ fair 
taste of American competition, and they 


soon realized that this competition might 
assume serious proportions, 

Consequently, when Americans began te 
look to Mexico as a Geld for mercantile in- 
vestment, and prosperous American firme 
established branches In the larger Mexican 
cities, the ill-will of the Europeans grew. 
into open antagonism, in which the Gers 
mans, who were most concerned, showed 
themselves foremost. ' 

Partly through the influence exerted by 
the old-established German houses, end 
partly to shield themselves against a com- 
mon rival, the English, French the Span- 
ish, and, in some cases, the native Mexie 
can merchants, though with more modera- 
tion and a fairer show of courtesy than 
characterized the Germans, adopted « 
policy of persistent antagonism toward the 
Americana. 

Those actions do not necessarily signify 
fear on the part of the Europeans, that 
they cannot meet American competition, 
but rather dread'at the. prospects of hay- 
ing to give up their slow and easy-going 
business methods for the more progressive 
ones of the wonderful . 

It is not an unusual] thing now to see an 
American who embarked tn business a few 
years ago, with a mere thousand dollars 
or less, the possessor of a pretentious es- 
tablishment with a large and profitable 
trade, 

Far from adapting himself to the customs 
of the country, the American merchant in- 
fuses into his business the same dash and’ 
vigor that mark successful career in his 
native land. 

If he starts out in a small way, he soon 
aspires from the retail to the wholesale, 
and manages the latter department of bust- 
ness with the same unrelenting vim and 
bold financiering that characterized his ef- 
forts as a retailer.

APAN is a heavy shipper of outlandish 
4 foods to the new world. It has a prac- 
tical monopoly of the nests which are 
used in making birds’ nest soup, which, by 
the way, when prepared by an American 
chef, is the most delicious dish of its class 
in the world. Japan also catches and 
dries armies of devilfish, which are as pop- 
ular in the Bast as the dried codfish tin the 
West. 

The tree mushrooms have a flavor of 
woodbark, while the sea mushroom boils 
away ig cooking, very much as if it were 
made of marine glue. In fact, it is used in 
Japan for making vegetable gelatine for 
thickening stews and soups, in very much 
the same manner as we convert the blad- 
ders of sturgeons and other fishes into ani- 
mal gelatine for a similar purpose. 


China is a close rival of Japan, and dis- 
plays an equal ingenuity in maki the 
delicacies which it exports to the American 
market. The more important are crys- 
tallized limes, dates. figs and watermelon 
rind; reserved watermelon seeds, dried 
chickens and ducks, which are cleaned and 
flattened out until they resemble a hem- 
lock shingle; gigantic sardines in oil, where 
each fish is a foot in length, and the box 
is over a cubic foot in dimensions; salted 
cabbage, of which the leaves, unlike ours, 
are an inch wide and three or four feet 
long; sugared flowers, laichee nuts, Matais, 
which are vegetables Ike a small potato in 
appearance, a chestnut In flavor, and a 
rad.sh in crispness; sweet pumpkins, which 
look like medium-sized watermelons, and 
are sent over covered with flour or lime. 
and preserved eggs. 

These last are preserved by coating them 
with a mixture of charcoal, lime, clay and 
glue. There are any number of sweetmeats, 
They are’all made upon the same plan as 
the ever popular Canton ginger, being the 
fruit cleaned, prepared and boiled for many 
hours in strained honey. 


Tamarinds, fienes and green dates cooked 
in this manner make as delicious a dish as 
any sybarite could desire. In August and 
September they send over vast numbers of 
moon cakes, which are curious little pieces 
of pastry used in the celebration of the fes- 
tival of the barvest moon. 


In appearance the moon cakes are like a 
small pork pie which has been stuffed wiih 
a quaint mixture of watermelon seeds, al- 
monds, raisins, lard, sugar, ginger, flour, 
rice and spices,

T is stated at Washington that the Gov- 
ernment is soon to return the steamers 
St. Paul and St. Leuls, which have been

The St. Paul was fitted out as an auxiliary 
crulser at Cramps" Shipyard, and it is sup- 
posed that she will be sent to that place to 
have the changes made. 

The St. Louls was sent out from Brooklyn, 
but it is likely that she, too, will be sent 
to Cramps’ yard. 

A dispatch from Washington stated that 
“it has been finally determined that the 
cruisers Yale and Harvard, formerly the 
Parig and New York respectively, char- 
tered by the navy from the International 
Navigation Co, for auxiliary paval pur- 
poses, shall remain in the possession of 
that department for the present.

R. HENRY J. SCHERCK says that the 
people in the vicinity of Long Island need 
have no fear of yellow fever being visited 

upon them through the soldiers from Cuba who 
are being transported there. 

Dr. Scherck made a study of the disease in 
Central America and in New Orleans. “He had 
one severe attack of the disease and subseauently 
passed through several epidemics unscathed. Dr. 
Scherck has tendered his services to the army 
through Surgeon-General Sternberg and is daily 
anticipating an assignment to the fever-stricken 
district of Santiago, where hundreds of Amer!i- 
can soldiers are victims of yellow jack. 

According to Dr. Scherck there has never been 

ea case of yellow fever in the United States which 
was not brought here indirectly from some other 
country. 
“Yellow fever is not indigenous to this coun- 
try, and if the quarantine against infected ports 
could be made as effective as is the intention, the 
d*cad disease would never find its way into our 
cities. 

“Dr. Guiteras has determined that yellow fever 
is always present in Havana, Vera Cruz and Rio 
Janeiro. It is periodical in the tropics, on the 
Atlantic coaste of the western hemisphere and 
Africa. The diseare may occur between 4 de- 
grees north latitude and 3% degrees south lati- 
tude. ;. 

“My chief experience with yellow fever Was in 
Spanish Honduras, Central America, and in New 
VOrieans during the epidemic of 1878, when 16,000 
persons died of it in the Southern States. During 
my residence in New Orleans I was commissione 
by the Louisiana State Board of Health to as 
certain by personal investigation the fever jin- 
fected ports of Spanish Honduras. 

“It was discovered that the germ has frequent- 
ly found its way into New Orleans through frul 
vesseia from Honduras, which had been given 
clean bills of health from their clearing ports 

“For that reason the WLoulsiana authoriiic 
adopted the plan of tinding out Where the fever: 
came from themselves, and refused entry to ves 
sels from any port in Honduras in which the dis- 
eure was found by their commisstloner

It is one of the peculiarities 
of nervous diseases that they are not usually 
transmitted to the offspring in the same form. 
Even excessive intemperance does not produce 
epilepsy in an individual, but it is very likely to 
in his offspring. 

‘More males than females are epileptics I 
suppose it is because the father oftener than the 
mother is the intemperate parent. Persons who 
faint frequently have a mild form of epilepsy. 

‘Epilepsy is seldom the direct cause of death. 
The usual end of the epileptic is in the insang 
asylum. Epileptics are often smothered to déath 
by having an attack while in bed, and sometimes 
they are killed by falls while in the epileptic 
state, but nobody ever dies a natural death while 
in that state. 

‘*l know of no absolute cure, but there are reme- 
dies which if taken regularly will stave off the 
attacks. When I was @ physician at the Insane 
Asylum one of the patients, an epileptic, Was a 
son of a prominent man. I gave him a remedy 
and in a few months he Was discharged. He has 
a good position now, but he has to keep on 
taking the remedy three times a day. If he 
should stop the attacks would return.” 


NERVOUS PROSTRATION 


R. THOS. F. RUMBOLD attributes the nerv- 
[) ous prostration commonly attributed to 
overwork to chronic nasal inflamma- 
tion, the most potent and frequent factor 
in the production of which, he asserts to 
be the result of excesses of alcohol, to- 
bacco, venery, and colds induced thereby. 
“These practices,”” says Dr. Rumbold, “increase 
the congesfion of the nasal mucous membrane, 
producing a tendency to ‘colds,’ and since the 
blood supply of the upper two-thirds of the nasal 
passages, the anterior and posterior ethmoidal 
cavities, the sphenoldal cells, and the frontal 
sinuses, is derived from within the cranium, the 
vascular paresis commencing at the pefipbery 
gradually travels to the brain vascular system, 
and the author holds that this disturbance of 
the c@rebral circulation fs the real reason of the 
irritability of temper, inability to hold the mind 
continuously on a definite subject, sleeplessness, 
forgetfulness, desire for change, and excitement, 
accompanied by physical exhaustion and loss of 
ambition, which are commonly attributed by the 
physician to the continuous application of the 
mind to business and professional duties

OREST PARK has an alligator—a 
large, 12-foot saurian—which eats files 
and beef lights and is fond of small 

boys, particularly those of a dusky hue. He 

ervived only two days ago. He used to live 

in the dull environment of Centralia, IL, 

where he did service In attracting custom 

to the saloon of William Leichinger. From 

a “plaything the alligator became an ele- 

phant, and the owner was eager to get rid 

of him. It was a “horse on him,” as rude 
men say when they shake dice. Mr. Leich- 

'nger could persuade nobody in Centralia to 

lieve him of his burden, so he put himself

Frank Ridgeley of St. Louis, having long 
heard that this was an “‘easy’’ town. 

The result was that Mr. Leichinger got 
satisfaction and Forest Park ghe alligator. 

Mr. Gator arrived in town Friday and is 
now boring holes in the bottom of a big 
pond dug in the buffalo pen. The alligator 
is 12 feet long and looks 20. The species was 
never known to attain a greater length 
than 15 feet. 

The St. Louls one may grow some more, 
as he is quite a youth, as alligator ages go. 
He is well developed physically. His jaws 
are 2 feet long. At the aticulation of the 
jaws his head is one foot wide. When an 


alligator closes his Jaws on anything it is 
all over with that object if it be alive. 
The alligator never lets go until he has 
dragged his, prey under the water and 
drowned it. 

The cavernous mouth of the one at Forest 
Park could easily accommodate a young pig 
Or a lamb. 

His teeth are as big each as a fist, and 
they are sharp pointed. Each row looks 
like a great yellow cross-cut saw. When 
he sets his jaws together the snap of the 
teeth makes one shiver. 

He has 0 teeth on each side of the lower 
jaw, and the same number in the upper 


part. When he grows old the front teeth 
of the lower jaw will pierce the upper jaw 
and protrude when the mouth is closed. 

Whether the ‘gator will become an ele- 
phant on the hands of the park commis- 
sioner remains to be seen.

The alligator is to be 
fed on beef lights, as much as he wants 
at each weekly meal. The stuff is to be 
cut in chunks about as big as a double 
first. The alligator’s food is thus hashed 
because he swallows it without mastica- 
tion. 

In his wild state the alligator preys upon 
fish and any land animal that comes within

and there are cases in ths cl y nuw. wherein 
money has been due property owners fur 
1s or BD years. 

Any owner who has money due him hds 
only to go to the offic e of the City Auditor 
and make the demand, or give a powe* of 
attorney to some one to make it fo: him, 
and the money will be forthcoming. No 
lewal proceedings of eny kind are re quired, 

Some time since—how long since is not 
definitely known—it occurred to an enter- 
prising man that if he would go back 
through the records and plat books, and 
learn the names of property owners to 
whom money was due he could drive a 
thriving business by getting their powcr of 
attorney to collect the money from the city 
and retain a quarter or one-half for his 
trouble. 

A law firm which makes a specialty of 
mercantile collections, and whose main of- 
fice is in New York C ‘ity, has been pushing 
the business actively, and it is reported to 
apt taken $40,000 from the city of Minne- 

polia alone. A statement was made to the 

Post- Dispatch last week by a gentleman 
fully qualified to know that from $150,000 to 
20.000 are due property owners in St. 
Loul*, which the owners have forgotten 
all about. There are also six or eight other 
men in St. Louis who are familiar with the 
scheme, and are working it for all it 1s 
worth. Add to the figures given the 
amounts which may reasonably be supposed 
to be due in New York, Boston, Philadel- 
phia, Ba:timore, New Orleans, Pitteburg, 
Cleveland, Tolédo Detroit, Chicago, Omaha 
San Francisco, and other cities, and one 
may imagine what a Klondike the men have 
struck who know how to work the “pay 
streak.’

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GROVER CLEVELAND'S FARM-SCHOOL FOR 


Well-Considered Philanthropic Plan Backed by the Ex-President, Who Has Given 


PON the farm of Grover Cleveland, 

near Princeton, N. J., there has 

just been established a farm school 
for poor boys from the city slums, of 
which the ex-President is himself the 
donor and founder, and to which he is 
devoting his means, energy and strong 
practical sense. 

The farm, which consisted at the ume 
of the purchase of some sixty-five acres 
of roiling upland and rather dilapidated 
buildings, was bought by Mr. Cleveland 
to supply fresh milk, eggs, vegetables 
and produce to his Princeton home. 

He had at the idea that his 

purchase would develop into the broad 
and beneficent enterprise of which the 
firat account ia here printed. 


The Inception of the Scheme :
